2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: see applicants' 
remarks of paper filed on June 03, 2004. None of the cited references teach or suggest the 
increase of wet and dry strength by the Uronic reaction of cellulosic fibers as claimed. Note that 
it has been interpreted that the increase of wet and dry strength of the paper made with the 
modified fibers is solely due to the fiber modification as claimed and not to addition of wet 
and/or dry strength agents. Note also that the closest reference, US Patent No. 6,228,126 Bl, is 
not a prior art, (because of the filing date).
